Divorce 


Organized Women 
Lemand (orrection 
of National Scandal 


By JOHN DICKINSON SHERMAN 

HOUSANDS of you, as members of 
the great American radio audience, 
doubtless heard recently the pleasing, 
convincing voice of a woman ta the 
national capital n#@ing this startling 
introduction to her brief outline of 
4 nation-wide movement to correct 
conditions everywhere admitted to 
constitute a national scandal, 1f not 
a national menace: 

“I want to ask your interest for five minutes 
in the subject of providing a uniform law con- 
cerning marriage and divorce. Let us assume that 
we are all interested in marriage. Some of us 
are interested in divorce. Most of us are also 
interested in permanent marriages and in unt- 
versally legal marriages. You will perhaps be 
surprised to learn that owlng to the hodge-podge 
of laws now existing In the several states you 
may under certain circumstances be single, mar- 
ried, an adulterer and a bigamist at the same 
time, depending upon which side of an imaginary 
state boundary line you may be standing.” 

This woman at Washington with the pleasing 
and convineing voice was Mrs. Edward Franklin 
White of Indianapolis, author of the bills now 
before congress supplementing this proposed 
amendment to the Constitution : 

“The congress shall have power to make laws 
which shall be unfform throughout the United 
States on marriage and divorce, the legitimation 
of children and the care and custody of childrei 
affected by annulment of marriage and divorce. 

Mrs, White, former deputy attorney general of 
Indiana and later elected reporter of the Indiana 
Supreme court, {s first vice president of the 
General Federation of Women's Clubs, That pow- 
erful body of organized women under the leader- 
ship of its president, Mrs, John Dickinson 
Sherman, is actively supporting the proposed 
amendment and has the co-operation of a number 
of organizations of nation-wide membership, Mrs. 
White fn her radio address, said in part: 

Each cf the 48 states has made {ts own laws and 
no two of the states are alike in the required 
qualifications for marriage or in the grounds for 
divorce, except that all prohibit bigamous and 
incestuous marriages and make them criminal. 
Marriages of certain classes are prohibited in some 
states, not prohibited in others and made criminal 
In still others. Two people legally married in one 
state could be jailed in another state because of 
that marriage, 

One state grants no divorce: 
vores on one ground and still others up to 14 
grounds. But citizens of every state get divorce 
by going into another state. 

In some states they try to punish this evasion 
of the law. Persons legally divorced in the state 
to which they had removed have married, and upon 
return to the original state have been’ convicted 
of bigamy and their children made {Megitimate. 
Persons divorced by interlocutory decree who have 
legally married in another atate before the decree 
became absolute have been arrested as adulterers 
upon their return to their own state. 

We are always citizens of the United States, no 
matter in whieh state we lve. Do you not be- 
Neve that a marriage valid in one state should be 
valid in every other state, that a divorce legal 
in one state should be recognized In every other 
state and that a child legitimate In one state 
should be legitimate in every other state? 

If our wise conatitution makers had forescen that 
this divergences of laws among the states would 
result in a social scandal they would have em- 
powered congress to enact a uniform law which 
would have made elopement and evasion futile. 

For states cannot control it, even though mar- 
riage {s a contract. The law of the domicile or 
residence as a general rule controls the legality 
of marriage. The states cannot prevent the ml- 
gration of their citizens unless they are criminal. 
‘The only way to reach a aclution of this marriage 
mess is by a federal law. 

The principal aim of a proposed federal law ts 
not to reform the marriage laws but to uniform 
them and to include in the federal law only xuch 
matters as are esxential to uniformity. Nor 1s 
it the purpose of the proposed federal law to make 
marrisge more difficult. Marriage should be made 
easy for the fit and hard for the unfit 

It seems to me that this civil status of citizens 
who move from state to state should be ax much a 
matter of interstate commerce a the transpor- 
tation of freight. But it seems not and that con- 
gress does not haye the present power to leginlate 
on the subject. So it will be necessary to adopt 
an amendment to the Constitution to empower 
congress to pass such # law. 

Mrs. White's concise radio address was coln- 
cident with a meeting of the board of directors 
of the General Federation at the national head- 
quarters and followed a call by a General Fed- 
eration delegation at the White House to enlist 
the interest of President Coolldge in that body's 
campaign for uniform marriage and divorce laws. 
‘The delegation was Jed by Mrs. Sherman and 
was accompanied by Senutor Arthur Capper of 
Kansas and Kepresentative rnest W. Gibson of 
Vermont, sponsors for the amendment and Dilts 
the senste and house, ‘The ccompanying 
photograph Shows a number of the delegation at 
the White House (left to right): Mrs. Kate 
Trenholm Abrams, Washington, vice chairman 
department of legislation; Mrs. Florence ©.

According to members of the delegation, Presi- 
dent Coolidge sald he was Interested in anything 
that would prevent disintegration in the homes of 
the nation and agreed to give the measure all 
the support he could. Mrs. White In addressing 
the President for the delegation sald in part: 

‘The great increase fn the ratio of divorce in 
this country is commonly cited without taking into 
consideration that the laxity of marriage laws 
and the conflict of laws between states are re: 
eponaible for a great number of these divorces. 

‘The fact that women's organizations bring # 
to your attention, through the ald of Senator Cai 
per, by no. means Indicates that it 1s a women's 
movement, or that women are more interested In 
it than men. Our interest in this is our interest 
in the integrity of the family—made up of one man 
and one woman, and the offepring of that union 
The government itself 1s intensely interested in 
the prover mating of that man and woman, bi 
cause the family {s the unlt of government. It h 
the strongest of all interests—self-preservation. 

The need for this uniform law has been recog- 
nized by men and women, by bar associations, by 
hundreds of newspapera in thelr editorials, by 
congressmen and senators, from the north, ea 
south and west. There has been no adequate 
‘objection offered to the idea, except that it should 
be a matter for state legislation. 

Neither Mrs. Sherman nor Senator Capper looks 
upon divorce as an evil institution. Both, how- 
ever, emphasize the fact that the abuse of 
divorce has become an evil. The General Federa- 
tion bills—which, of course, must await the 
passage and ratification of the amendment—are 
based upon the proposition that to eliminate the 
hasty or {ll-considered marriage ts to go far 
toward eliminating the abuse of divorce. The 
marriage bill therefore contains the following pro- 
visions: 

At least two weeks must elapse, except in 
certain emergencies. between the application for 
Meense and the marriage. Ten days before the 
marriage both parties must file statements that 
there is no legal bar to the union, The marriage li- 
cense clerk must make public all applications, which 
may be challenged in court by any person believ- 
ing the statement to be false or Insufficient. The 
court may sustain or deny these objections at its 
discretion and may take cognizance of emergen- 
cles, The age eligibility for marriage 1s placed at 
eighteen for men and sixteen for women. Parental 
consent must be obtained for men tinder twenty- 
one and for women under eighteen, 

For absolute divorce five causes are named: 

Adultery, except when with the consent of the 
party seeking the divorce or when the party seek- 
ing the divorce has been gullty of the same of- 
fense, 

Cruel and inhuman treatment, 

Abandonment or failure to provide for a perlod 
of one year or more. 

Incurable insanity. 

Conviction of an infamous crime. 

As to the much-vexed question of alfmony a 
provision reads: “The court shall make such 
decree for alimony, whether asked for In the 
petition or on default, as the circumstances of 
the case ghall render just and proper.” 

‘The adoption of the amendment and the enact- 
ment of uniform marriage and divorce laws 
would deprive the states of their present 
power to regulate marriage and divorce within 
thelr boundaries, The bills, however, do not set 
up*a new federal bureau, but leave the enforce- 
ment of the new laws entirely to the states.

“{ believe young people do not give enough 
consideration to the seriousness of marriage,” 
says Mrs, Sherman, “They know divorce is easy 
and they dash headlong into marriage relations, 
Of course we cannot expect children to live just 
as their fathers and mothers did. The new gen- 
eration has jumped far ahead and I believe 
that where this has meant a fault {t has been 
where parents have neglected their duty in the 
home. The causes for divorce enumerated seem 
to me to be the proper causes. I have not made 
a study of alimony, but I do not belleve it should 
be granted in all divorces, I have heard of 
women who made an actual business of marrying 
and of obtaining divorces for alimony. It is when 
a woman {s honestly making an effort to live 
respectubly and to keep her family together that 
she should secure all the allmony that she pos- 
sibly can,” 

“Divorce fs increasing 0 rapidly,” says Senator 
Capper, “that there is now one divorce to’ less 
than seven marriages. ‘The main cause is the 
ease with which the immature and unfit may 
marry. We have forty-nine varieties of marriage 
laws, Seventeen states fix no marriageable age. 
In nine of these common law ages of twelve for 
girls and fourteen for boys have been recogulzed. 

“There are forty-elght varieties of divorce 
laws. From no divorce in South Carolina to four- 
teen grounds for divorce in New Hampshire the 
seale runs. While the majority of the states rec- 
ognize the divorce laws of other states, there are 
at least elght which do not recognize them uncon- 
ditionally. ‘The continual nullifying of second 
marriages and the illegitimatizing of children is 
a process without reason and wisdom.” 

The hodgepedge of marriage and divorce is 
admitted to be a national scandal, if not a 
national menace. Yet there will be organized and 
persistent opposition to the amendment and Dill 
from various sources from various motives—trom 
“reformers” ag well as from “standpatters.” 

‘There will be opposition, for instance, from 
those opposed to further centralization of power 
in the federal government.

Here is another example: The Indiana légis- 
lature defeated Mrs. White's bill by two votes 
in 1923. The legislator who led the opposition | 
said frankly that marriages by Illinols couples | 
brought $30,000 a year into his county because of | 
the interlocutory clause in the Illinols law for- 
bidding either party to a divorce case to marry 
again within a year. Thereupon Ilinois, peeved 
over 80 much good Ilinols money going to Indi- 
ana, repealed the statute relating to the inter. 
locutory decrees. 

Almost any dafly newspaper offers proof of 
the result of the hodgepodge of marriage and 
Aivorce laws. The latest complication—at this 
writing—ts in Georgia, A law passed in 1924 pro- 
vides for a notice of five days before the issu- 
ance of a license, Hundreds of couples have 
evaded the law by marriage in other states. Attor- 
ney General George M. Napier has now ruled 
that these marrlages are voldable.

NEWS REVIEW OF 
URRENT EVENTS 


Waterways Seems to Be One 
of Livest Issues Before 
American People. 


By EDWARD W. PICKARD 

| VV ATERWAYS seems to be one of 
the livest issues of the day be- 

fore the American people. ‘The week 

jhas seen several striking demonstra- 

tions of importance of the subject and 

of the popular interest. 

Possibly of first Importance was Sec- 
retary of Commerce Hoover's address 
at Chicago outlining an inland water- 
way system that would work wonders 
for the Middle West—and therefore 
for the whole nation, Within five 
years, he predicted, the Mississippi sy: 
tem would be functioning from Chica- 
go to New Orleans and from Pitts- 
burgh to Kansas City. Congress and 
the President are agreed upon the nec- 
essary appropriations, 

Secretary Hoover considered the 
Great Lnkes-St. Lawrence waterway 
even more valuable. Two problems, 
he said, are involved: the deepening 
of the channel to the sea and the 
stabilization of Inke levels. The lakes 
are from two to three feet shallower 
than they were seven yeurs ago. Some- 
thing less than one-sixth of the fall he 
attributed to the diversion of water 
at Chicago and the rest to the climatic 
eycle. Whatever the cause, the rem- 
edy, he said, lay in the construction 
of control works above Niagara falls. 

“Our United States engineers tell 
us—and we have the best engineer 
corps in the world—that they can re- 
store the level of the lakes by eur- 
tailing the outflow at Niagara until 
they fill up,” Mr, Hoover explained.

Mr, Beck pointed out that as so- 
| Ueltor general he had upheld the right 
of former Secretary of War Weeks to, 
Issue the diversion permit of March 5, 
1925, and that he had represented the 
government In earlier litigation which 
resulted In a decision affirming the 
War department's right to issue such 
permits, 





ETTERS written by Secretary of 
War Davis and Secretary of the 
Wilbur praising the military ad- 
vantages of the proposed all-American 
canal between Lake Ontarlo and the 
Hudson river stirred up two flurries in 
Washington.

MORE AUTOS THAN 
ROADS CAN HANDLE 


Construction of paved roads 1s lag- 
ging farther and farther behind the 
production of automobiles and trucks. 

‘An Interesting comparison may be 
drawn between the output of motor 
vehicles and the roads paved during | 
the recent years by replacing the 
mileage of the highways bullt by the 
number of cars that can use them at 
the same time without too great con- 
gestion. 

On each mile of two-track road 
built there 1s room for 200 automo- 
biles, according to figures recently 
cited by Dean A. N. Johnson of the 
University of Maryland, in a paper 
before the American Society of Civil 
Engineers at New York. But with 
this number there can be no passing 
around slower-moving vehicles, and 
all cars must move at a uniform 
speed. 

In this paper Dean Johnson gave 
fifty to sixty feet as the minimum 
spacing between cars—or sixty to 
seventy-five feet, including the length | 
of the car itself—when the cars were 
moving freely at twenty-five to thirty | 
miles an hour on a main highway. 
Reducing this somewhat to be con- 
servative, 100 cars can be accommo- 
dated in use on each side of a mile, 
or 5250 feet of pavement 18 feet 
wlde, so long as they keep in line and 
all run at the same rate. | 

On this basis Inst year only one- | 
third of the 3,650,000 motor vehicles 
produced could be used at one time 
on the concrete roads bully during the 
year. While this is a better showing, 
Proportionately, than in 1919, when 
less than one-sixth of the new cars 
could be so accommodated, in the ac- 
tual number of surplus cars the con- 
gestion Is growing. In 1914 the diifer- 
ence between those made during the 
year and those that could be accom- 
modated by the concrete roads built 
was only 350,000; in 1919 it was 1,066,- 
000, while in 1924 it had risen to 
2,436,000. 


Automobiles Tested to 
Find Wind Resistance | 


‘The engineering experiment station 
of the Kansas State Agricultural col- 
lege is working on a problem to de- 
termine the wind resistance encoun- 
tered by the average automobile on 
the public highways. This experi- 
ment, under the direction of Prof. 
L. E. Conrad, head of the clvil enzt- | 
neering department, 1s only one of a 
group of Investigations being carried 
out by the national highway research 
board in an effort to discover the best 
material for. surfacing rosds. 

The college has already completed 
a large share of its work, as te: 
have been made of 18 different type: 
of bodies on vartous cars, ‘The exper- 
iments are being carried on in an 
Improvised wind tunnel 40 feet long, | 
12 feet wide and 10 feet high. 
motor-driven fan is placed in a posi- 
tfon to offer'a maximum wind veloc- 
ity of 80 miles per hour. An automo- 
bile is driven into the tunnel and 
fitted on a swinging platform to which 
are attached spring balances for meas- 
uring the resistance of the car's aren 
against the wind pressure. 

‘The data so far taken fs Interest- 
ing. It has been found that a car 
traveling at 10 miles per hour devel- 
ops a wind resistance of only five 
pounds per square inch, while at 40 
miles per hour the total resistance of 
wind amounts to 110 pounds, or 22 
times greater than the first speed 
with only quadruple speed. 





Plan Widening Lincoln 
Way in Pennsylvania 


The prospect of a 40-foot roadway 
on the Lancaster pike from Philadel- 
phia to Downingtown (20 miles) is de- 
cidedly welcome. The 20-foot width 
has long since ceased to gve effective 
accommodation to the large and grow- 
Ing stream of traMe along this section 
of the Lincoln highway. 

The improvement, which has al- 
ready begun, will be an addition of a 
10-foot concrete bed on each side of 
the tar surface. The latter is pro- 
nounced good for years to come. This 
Is highly questionable. But when it 
does become unserviceable, it will be 
replaced by concrete, making a 40-foot 
concrete pike. The policy Is later to 
Increase the width to 50 feet. 

All this {sa start In the right direc- 
ion, Effective progress in highway 
building which shall accommodate the 
traffic of the future means the adop- 
tion of a simple polley to be applied 
on all through routes. It,1s “concrete 
The sooner 
the carrying out of such a polley be- 
gins, the better, For the next few 
years the alm should be to be ahead | 
of traffic requirements, not merely up 
to them or a Little behind,
